Tux Times, in an article on the Hazaras, 
indulges in very vague conjectures 
as to tho origin of this stiffnecked and 
contumacious people. It seema‘cortain, we 
ara told, that some of the Hazara tribes 
are desconded from Jhingis Khan’s Mongol 
regiments; flat noses and ‘ other Tartar 
characteristics’ being held to corroborate 
this theory. Unless we aro mistaken, 
however, says the Overland Mail, it is 
gonerally believed that the soldiers of 
Kbulagu Khan, and not dhingis Khan's, 
were the ancestors of the Hazira tribes, or 
at any rate, of acme of them, As for the 
assertion that their Tartar charactoristics 
Lshow their Mongol, or, aa the Times spells 
it, Muyhal blood, we may point out thab 
according to Sir Henry Haworth, the Tar- 
tars and Mongols were two separate tribes, 
and that the Tartara were conquered and 
practically exterminated by the Mongols,

THE WEST POINT MURDER. 


4 “at the’Magistracy to-day Mr Wodehouse 


held an ingniry with regard to the finding 
of the motilated body of a Chinaman at 
West Point on the morning of 25th Auguet. 
Lukong No. 323, who was on duty in 
Queen's Road West, guve ovidence aa to 
ihe fluding of the body at 2.45a.m. The 
body was cold whon he discovered it, 
Sergeant Gordon, No. 7 Station, who re- 
ceived the report from the Iukong, said he 


went ta Queon’s Road West, beside the 
Roman Ostholic Reformatory, at 3 a.m., 
and found the body lying in the sido chan- 
nel, He desortbed the wounds on the body 
and the clothes the deceased was wearing. 
Twenty yardscdistant from the body there 
were spots of blood whioh seemed to indicate 
thet the deceased hod. becn atruck:by his 
nasailant before he reaohed the side channel: 
There wasu shee lying oa. the rvad at the. 

joint. whete the bloodstains commenced. 

‘itnees did not think it belonged to the 
deceased. Some papers were found upon 
tho body. In lifting’ the body -he noticad 
ths out girdle of the man lying-in the ohan- 
nel, “He :was of opinion that the girdle had 
been. cut. with a small ‘knifo and aot with 
the weapon with which the wounds had been 
inflicted on the head,’ ’.1¢. might have been 
cut to. get off the deceased’s puree. 

Inspector Mann gave additional evidence 
with regurd to the body, its condition and 
position, and after examination of the sur- 
tuunding ground near the bor 
two shoes whieh appeared to belong to the 
deceased; two old shoes were subsequently 
found which did not apparently bdeloug-to 
the murdered man. All the shves were 
pointing ia,an eusterly'dircotion. One shoe 
waa: quite close to the bedy, and the othor 
three ata short distance. Some of the 
wounds, must havo been inflicted while the 
deceased was on the ground, Apart from the 
finding of the shoes at a distance from the 
body there was nothing to indiate that 
there ‘had-been a struggle, The wounds 
might haye been intlicted by the cleaver 
which was afterwurds uiscovered. Before 
removing the body to tho mortuary, Inspec- 
for, Stanton took eight papers from the 
pocket vf'the deceased. One of tho papers, 
whiob was of no importance, was lost. ‘The 
budy was identified on the afternoon of Sa- 
turday, 28th August, by seven pevple in 
the mortuary, as the body of Chuns Ho, 
an unempluyed'waiter, He was 36 years-of 
age. ‘These people were unable to account 
for what, had happened, 

Inquiry rcmended till Thursday, Sth 
September at 11 o'clock.

Tho rebol chief had been taken and yas 
executed. although a reward of three 
thousand taels had been offered for his 
arrest, it waa only on Monday Inst that he 
wee brought in to the Provincial capital, 
On his arrival he was taken to the Pro.

Vicoroy. A telogrom was.at onte sent to 
Pekin announcing the capture; end in- 
structions were received, in reply, that the 
man was to be beheaded and quartered. 
This order was partly carried out on the 
following morning at 8.o'clook, that is to 
sey on Toesday last, Seven officials wera 
present, and, besides a body of a thousand 
braves marched on the ground, there were 
several thousands -of citizens there as 
spectators of the procesdings, At tho 
appointed time the doomed man rofused to 
kuecl down when regnested by the execu. 
tionar“to do 60. fe atood, and stontl: 
denied thatf he was a party at all 
to the revolutionary movemeut; much 
less was he its leader, He add- 
od that the -poople had put his name on 
their flags sliogether against his wish, and 
that he hed been powerless to provont 
them.

For somo time previons, there had been a 
marked falling off in the salt tax revenue, 
and suspecting smuggling, the authotitice 
adopted the extreme measure of collecting 
it from the consumers instead of from the 
dealers, agseasing eech member of a 
family, whether maa, woman or child, on 6 
seale of § ibs. of salt a month per head, 
New-born babes were connted in, and a re- 
gietér made which was to be eabject to 20 
alteration oven though death cecurred ina 
family. ‘The. indignation of the people 
know no hounds, but they kept quite quiet 
and agreed amongst themselves to potition 
the authorities to huvo this new re. 
qulation rescinded. Thé petition was 
drawa up and presepted in person by 
tho head-men of, the locality, a potty 
mandarin of large means (the native, in 
fact, who. bas jnst- beon executed), 
The authorities, instead of taking the 
petition into their- consideration, be- 
eame fnrions, imprisoned the man who 
presented it snd fined gl! thove whe bad 
sigaed it, threatening the arrest of the 
whole lot.if they. dared to be’ so° pre- 
sumptuons in tho future, -Then tho 
people rose; threa thousand of them band- 


ed together, went straight to the yaren, 
relonsed their headman by foroe ‘and cer- 
tied bim back to -his village. Shortly 
afterwards tho authorities sent an. officer 
with a fow hondred soldiers, snd a magis- 
trate, to .rceapturo thoir prisoner, but 
they were .met. by. the. large body of 
easantry and defeated, the magistrate

thero he turned due west to Tach{on-lu. 
This placa will be known to most readera 
of travels in Western China as the utmost 
limit of Foreiga reaidence in China. Tho 
Lamist-hierarahy, all powerful in Eastern 
‘Tibet, has up to. tho present made it im- 
possible for Foreigners to enter or reside 
within its borders, 

Alone, so far ab any Foreign companion- 
chip was concerned, Mr Cameron 


continued hig journey due west.into Tibet, |- 


reaching Li-tang. Hare,. every obstacle 
wos thrown in the way of his further pro- 
grous; it was with groat difficulty he ob- 
tained’ aufficiont ‘ taan-pa’ to maintain life, 
sud with great reluctance he precseded on 
his journey in a sonth-westerly direction to 
Batang. Finding residence thero imposs- 
ible, ho continued his journoy to the south- 
wost. ro-entering China Froper in the 
north-west corner of’ Yunnan, From this 


‘| place ha continued bis journey due south 


to Ta-li-fu, a city at one time proposed as 
place of residences for o British official. 
Continuing his journey he passed over the 
ground traversed’ by the illfated Margary, 
and crossed the borderland into Burma, 
After some little atay there he returned 
to China by wey of Singapore, spending 
ome little time in evangelistic work there 
by the way. Tho sonth and eouth-weat of 
China next engaged his attention, ‘With 
a view to facilitating hie work among the 
poople of Kwangtung and Kwangsi, he 
deyoted some time to the study of Can: 
toneae, in whieh dialect ho attained con- 
siderable proficiansy. y 

Crossing to the nowly opened port of 
Pakhoi, he next, in company with a na- 
tive, commenced a serica of itinerations 
which compnsced south-west Kwang-asi, 
north-east Xannaen, and parts of Kweichow. 
Ho returned by way of Kwoiyang, the 
capital of Kweichow, and after brief re- 
sidence for rest, pressed on farther in his 
journey. . Thia: time’ ha took a north- 
easterly course, and passing over the south 
of Kwangtung, travelled up through north. 
era Canton, southern Kiangei, western Fu- 
kien and Obeb-kiang, 

North China next claimed his attention. 
In company with a‘folloy-missionary he 
journeyed to Tientain, from there across 
country to Newchwang, and continued ‘his 
darney to the. Korean, Gate, and to’ tho 
orders of Mongolia, He returned to 
Pekin, and from there, with o fresh sup- 
ply of books, exossod Chibli into tho ad- 
joiniig. provinco ‘of Shansi,, He’ spent 
somo ‘thine itineratiug here, and finally 


crossing it at Tongkuan, mado his way ta | 


the'cApitel of the Shensi province, Mak- 
iug this the basis, he itinerated northward, 
journeying into the Ordos country. On 
hia returu he took a south-onstorly dires- 
tion, crossing Honan to Fancheng in 
Hupeh. Staying a whilo to. rest, he did 
colportage work, proceeded up the Han 
River to the city of Hanchang-fa ; after 
o little time spont there, ho crossed the 
border into Northern Szeckuen. Return- 


ing by way of Hanchung ho proceeded to | 


Shanghai, and from thence to England to 
enjoy some rest after seven years of almost 
continuous journeying. It must not be 
supposed that these his journeys were 
aimless wanderings. His object.waa two~ 
fold ; be wished in the first place to scatter 
far ond wide the Word of God, and Chris- 
tian literatura, and in the second place to 
get such information as would be of value 
in the faturo work of ovangolization in the 
interior, He was a pioncer in the truest 
sonse of the word, and itis a matter for 
thanksgiving that large. numbora of the in- 
habitants of this’ country havo ‘received 
their first and only improssions of the 
Foreigner from such a man. 

Among other things improssed upon his 
mind was the ‘great need.of medical work 
in China for .the Chinese, and beliovin 
that his influence for good would be muol 
greater if he possessed a -knowledgs of 
modioino, he took’ medianl dogros before 
retarning to. his chosen field of tahour. 
After-his' return he epent some Little tine 
at. Chefoo, whore, ia company with Dr 
Douthwaite, he rendered valuable medical 
aid to the Chinese. After his marriage he 
prodeeded to Changking, where he carried 
on successful medical: work, Owing to 
the coutinued illness of his wife, ho paid 
a visit to the coast thie year, bringing her 
vith him, and returned but a few. 
months sgo to continze his labours.
